REFORM SCHOOL hAW 

IB UPHELD BT COURT 



Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 14 — The 
Court of Appeals today decided that 
the eoantles In this state which send 
children to the reform school be- 
tween the agea of 10 and 16 years 
must pay $100 anntially per child to 
the reform school for the support of 
the childien.
